LoHDOK, Not. 2.— The Central News 
learns that) the capture of Fang Fang Chen 
loaves the road to Moukden clear for tho 
Japanese. Marshal Yamagata is expected 
to be within striking distance of Moukden 
on November 10. It is believed that the 
city Is held by a very large but untrained 
and poorly eqnipped force. 

The Japaneae legation has this dispatch 
dated 'Tokio to-day : The first army, under 
Commander Marshal Yamagata, has got 
possession of Fong Fang Chen and has de- 
feated the Chinese, who are fleeing. The 
second army, under Marshal Oyama, is at- 
ticking Kinohow. Both Tallien and Port 
Arthur are in a critical condition. 

Yokohama, Nov. 2 — Tho Japanese have 
captured Port Arthur, where China's only 
great arsenal was located and the only place 
where the largest men of-war could bo 
docked. It was strongly fortified under the 
supervision of Col. Van Hanneken and was 
coDstdored almost impregnable by land or 
by sea, although It was said the land do- 
feoces had been neglected. For weeks past 
the Japanese bad been making their way 
towards the fort, being greatly aaeikted by 
very oareful anrveys made' by a Japanese 
expedition two yeara' ago;.! Xhe oaptnre of 
Port Arthur ia a.triBOiendbtiB blow to China, 
the aerionsneaa of whioh cannot be over- 
eatimated. China has practically only 
two harliors of refnge in the north, Port 
Arthur and Weihaiwei. At tho former only 
had ahe a dock aco^immodatiDg the largest 
mon-of-ttar, for VVcl!if.lwc: it aimply a h<»r- 
bor, and the (,Dly other dock is tho small 
one at Tuku. With Port Arthur in thuir 
pcsaossion tho Japanese have a magnitioonfc 
base for naval operations, and Weihaiwei, 
on the opposite promentary, being only five 
hours' steaming off, will be seiioualy threat- 
ened, whilst the oliances of landing troops at 
Shanhaikuan will he greatly increased. In 
every way, therefore, the safety of Port 
Arthur was of vital importance to China. 
It ia stated that Purt Arthur has been 
thoroughly invested by ihe Japanese, who 
are now moving with all speed on Moukden. 
One force of Japanese, it is further stated, 
will attack Kiochow Asoy, while another 
will attack Fung Whang. Both pUoea are 
held by strong foreea of Chlneae. The Jap- 
aneae are oonddent of victory. 

Shanghai, Nov. 2 —It is annonnoed in 
the native papers that the Chinese troops 
have recaptured Kienlien Chang after 
desperate fighting. ' The Japaneae are said 
to have been driven ont of the place with a 
loss of 3,000 killed and wounded. Upon 
good authority it ia reported that the Jap- 
ncso are leaving Port Arthur and its 
vioinity. 

Jopanoso warships were sighted off Wei- 
haiwei Sunday, and the Chinese fleet went 
out in pursuit. Not finding the enemy, the 
Chinese fleet returned and left Weihaiwei 
again Wednesday,' their destination being 
unknown. 

Small bodies of Chinese have attacked 
several Russian frontier towns, and in one 
they seized a quantity of arms and ammuni- 
tioD, In another case the Chinese were re- 
pulsed with a loss of sixty men. 

TiBNTSiN, Nov. 1.— The Japanese have i 
placed three bridges acrosa the Yaln river, | 
and 15,000 Japanese soldiers are reported to 
bo in China. 

Chke Fog, Nov. 2.— Admiral Fremantle, 
commanding tlie British fleet, has returned 
from Tientsin, where he paid a visit to Li 
HuDg Chang. The viceroy gravely offered 
to buy the Centoriun and three other war- 
ahtpa of the Britinh F(]uadron. When tho 
admiral ezplaioed that tho sale of tho vea- 
sels would be impnealblo, the viceroy per- 
sisted in his offer. The Cbincae imagine 
that Admiral Fremantle ia holding off for a 
liiphrr price 

Nkw Voric, Nov. 2— A special to tho 
World from IVkyo, J.ipiui, aayn : Groat 
Britain secretly asked tho King of Korea to 
oodo Port Hamilton in exchange for the 
assistance of the Britiah government.

Ottawa, Nov. 2,— An important atep 

was taken by tho government to-day affect- 
ing the manufacturers of the country. Re- 
cently Hod. Mr. Bowell promised that he 
would recommend liberal concessions re- 
garding drawbaoks of duties on artioles 
entering into the construotion of goods 
manufactured In this country for export. 
The Miniater of Trade and Commerce has 
lost no time in redeeming hia promise. An 
order-in-counoil was passed to-day autho- 
rizing a refund of 99 per cent, of lho duty on 
articles entering into the manufacture of 
goods for export, instead of 90 per cent, aa 
heretofore. The effect of the change will 
be to place tho manufaoturors of Canada in 
the most favorable position to compete with 
the manufactured products of adjacent and 
other countries in foreign markets. 

The time for receiving tenders for tho Pa- 
cific cable closed yesterday. A large num- 
ber havo been sent in.

From the British Columbia Amateur 
LaeroBse Assoeiatioa— iJtate- 
meht of tite Case. 



The £ecommendation of the Execntive 
TJnauimoaaly Eadorsed by 
theClnb. 



tlhe Ylotoria Laoroeae Club, acting on a 
recommendation from thoir oxeoutivo, Imve 
deoidod to wilhdrAW from the provinuial 
association. At five o'olock yesterday after- 
noon the exeoutive, after fully discussiDg 
the deoision of the Vanoouver members of 
the council of the asaoolatlon in reference 
to the last match with Westminster, passed 
the following resolution : 

•'iThat the oxeoutivo of tho Viotoiia 
Laorosae Club rooomniend that the said club 
withdraw from the British Columbia Ama- 
teur Lacrosse Assoolatioa on aooounb of the 
unfair treatment reoeived at the hands of 
said Bssooiation." 

This recommendation waa placed before a 
moeting of the members of the Viotoria 
Lacrosuu ulub at eight o'clock in the Y. M. 
C. A. hull. 

Iq cpeninK the proocodiugs, tho Proeidont 
explained tlml iho inuotiiig wua cuUud for 
the purpoeo cf cousideriDg iho uuUun of ii 
portion of tho proviiiulnl nhiU)ci:itioii c.xi'cu- 
tivo in tho mullL-r of tho ri--:;uiit tiu iiiiitch 
played at Vnnoouvor. Thu circuiualiiUCUB aur- 
roundiiig this match woru woii kuown to uU 
prefient. It wua through no fiiult of tho 
Victoria team tliut tlmt ma;ch laid liud eueh 
an uneatisfaotory ending. Nolwithutanding 
the facts, tho roferco guvo wliat all fair- 
minded men must acknowlodgo to bo an un- 
just deciuion- or rather auriea of dtciaiona. 
After Cilling iho game on acoouut of dark- 
ncBB, ho tirat dcolurud Lho ujalch a draw 
with ali bets off. To tho lioKl oaplaiu, bo- 
fore tho lalander Btarled for Victoria, and 
also to himself (Mr. Ellia) Mr. Qaigley 
Stated that if copies of telegrams showing 
that a mutual arrangement as to the time uf 
commonclng the game had been arrived at as 
Btntud to hiui, he would deolaro tho match 
in favor of Victoria. For !hia evidence of 
fairutaa ho waa justly applaudeii. But 
on the foUowiog Sunday this un- 
certain referee wired that ho had 
reconsidered bis decision and favored 
that declared on the field. A protest was 
forwarded from the Victoria club against 
this decision, and claiming the match on 
the strength of the team being on the field 
in time. As president of the assooiation he 
(Mr. Ellis) had wired Mr. Qaigley to call a 
meeting of the Vaaeonver portion of the as- 
sociation to consider this protest so that a 
decision might bo arrived at at as early a 
date aa possible. A meeting was held on 
Tuesday night without Victoria having 
been advised of tho fact ao that that they 
might have btou represented; but instead of 
considering tho Viotori.i protest, this meet- 
ing considered that of Wcatniiiiater, decidbd 
that it waa a valit one, that tho mutch of 
tho 20th waa oil', liiiJ that another should be 
played on November 3. The letter contain- 
ing this remarkable deoision only reached 
him (Mr. Ellie) Thursday night. He had 
wired to Mr. Quigley that the Vancouver 
contingent had altogether exceeded their 
powers, and that there could not 
possibly be a match on Saturday. 
It now remained for lho meeting 
to decide whether they should act 
upon the recommendation of the execu- 
tive of their own club — that they as a club, 
having no confidence in the fairness of the 
majority of the provincial executive, with- 
draw from tho association. Personally he 
btilieved this the only coureo that they could 
with dignity follow under the circum- 
stances. Mr. Mackenzie, the Held captain, 
bad made a comprehensive statement of the 
whole ease, and which he would now ask the 
Secretary to read. 

Mr. Drury then read the following : 

Mr, President and Members of the Victoria 
Lacrosse Club. 

GsNXLEUEN :— As Captain of the Victoria 
lacrosse team, I feel it my duty to make a 
statement regarding the match played be- 
tween our team and the Weatminaters on 
October 20. 

You are, of course, aware that the team, 
to avoid all posaibilitiea of delay, and to bo 
in the best possible condition, went to Van- 
couver Friday nioruing, where 1 met Ihcm. 

You uro alao awaru that Wtalniinaler telo- 
graphod our soorotary asking whether wo 
would agree to Suckling for reluroo, nud if 2 
o'clock would bo a convenient hour for ua to 
commence play. Mr. Drury replied, refus- 
ing to accept Huckliut;, luid elating that 2 
o'clock waa perfectly Bati.Mfaclory. Ho alao 
wrote them that as I uaa captain of tho 
team and would bo in \\'oHtminbtLr, I would 
settle tho question of referee and olliciala. 

In this connection I visited Weatminsler, 
where I arrived at 8 o'clock, and immedi- 
ately act to v.ork to arraiiiro thu matter, 
calling upon Mr. Mol'lieraon, a memlier of 
the Dxecvuivo of the Weatniinater club, tell- 
ing liim the object of the visit, lie said hia 
club would have a meeting that evening, and 
if they required my presence they would 
send for mc to tho hotel. I accordingly 
waited there until 10:.'iO, but without being 
sent for. Upon leaving tho hotel, however, 
I met Mr. MoPherson and other members uf 
the Westminster exeoutive. Mr. McPhcr- 
son said they had not decided on any course, 
but that someone would meet me in the 
morning at Vanoouver. 
' I returned to Vancouver on Friday morn- 
ing, where I met Mr. Mahoney, accrotary of 
the Westminster club. He said tho club 
had not settled upon anyone to moot mo to 
consider tho queation of referee and 
oflioialb, but ihiii Mr. (low waa in town. 
After wailing until pant 2 o'cloclc ji.m. for 
someone to wait upon mo in the mat (or, 1 
waa fcrcid to tho coiichuiion that WohU- 
miualcr did not intend to take action upon 
tho question of refereo until Lhey got on the 
field. 

To avoid delay, and the disputes wliioii 
have so fre(iuently given riao to much uu- 
ploasantncos between tho teama and annoy- 
ance to the 3i)octator8, tho preaident of our 
association was telegraphed as follows, in 
pursuanco of the power conferred upon 
him by our rules : 

"Failed to agree upon referee. Appoint 
and advise me by wire," to which Mr. 
Ellis replied : 

"Will appoint Senklcr if possible to get 
him. Failing, Quigley will bo tho man. 
Cannot appoint Lookhart, as ooaeider him 
partisan." This point having been settled, 
it was aseleaa to go to further trouble as to 
the referee. 

Mr. I<lllis came up by the next boat, and 
I believe ho aaw Mr. Quigley at 12!30, tho 
latter agreeing to act. You can readily 
undorstaud that I wus not very well satis- 
fied with the appointment from lho first, 
and recent events have proved my dissatis- 
faction well founded. 

Our team waa on tho field and loady to 
play at 2:02 p. m. , whilu lho W'chI minster 
team did not arrive (ill later, about 2:.'iU 
Thoir captain ujion coming to tho field in- 
quired aliout tbu referee, and upon learning 
that Quitfley was to not in this capacity, 



objeoted to the arrangement. I told him 
the matter was entirely out of my bands, 
thepresidunt having appointed that ofHoial, 
detailing to him the efforts I bad made to 
arrange matters. Ibis objection of Gow's 
waa altogether out of place, as the time for 
it had paused, and the fault lay entirely with 
hia club that w^e did not come to a mutual 
agreement aa to referee and officiala. 

Mr. Qtiigley' arrived on the grounda at 
about 2:10, and before the Weatminater 
team, and he baving' aoeepted the position 
tendered him, Mr. Ellia handed him the 
written appointment. - 

The referee endeavored, to induoe the 
Westmioster team toi commehce play imme- 
diately on their arrival, but they, continued 
to object to the selection of referee, and re- 
fused to oommenoe. Aa captain of the Vic- 
torias I demanded from Mr. Qalgley that 
the play commence, that be order the West- 
minster team out upon the field. This ho 
did, going over to their dressing-rooin and 
remaining there for some time, and I followed 
him to again request that the team be 
brought out, and also brought the president's 
atteniion to the delay, and he instructed 
Mr. Quigley as referee to commonoe play. 

After u good deal of talk tho real cause of 
delay was made apparent by tho orrival of 
tho Westminster homo player Kyol, who 
had not left, nor atlompted to leave, Woat- 
minster until 2 p.m., when, with tho best 
possible speed, he could not reach the 
grounda boforo three or a quarter past. Aa 
BOOD as he arrived there waa no delay what- 
ever. Tho WealmiuBter team acenpted tho 
referee, thoir umpires having been appointed 
in tho meantime by the referee. 

Mr. (Juiglcy's statemeut to me on tho 
field, on result of match, was thot he re- 
served his deoision and declared all beta oil, 
it being too dark to play and the umpires re- 
fuaing to act longer on this account. Upon 
returning to tho hotel I wrole Mr. Quigloy 
a letter, claiming tho match for Victoria on 
these grounda : I'liat tho delay was wholly 
cauaed by tho Weatminster team in not com- 
ing on to the grounds at the time specified ; 
that when darkneaa prevented further ploy 
Victoria had won a m.tjority of 
goals, and stating that it was no 
fault of our team that the match was left 
unfinished, referring him to a decision rend 
ered in the case of Sbamrocka vs. Capitals 
in tho East. I may here state that Oow, 
captain of Weatminater, even went ao far as 
to object to the ten minutes allowed between 
games being ahortened in order to finish 
before darkness oame on. 

On my way to the boat Mr. Quigley in 
formed me that if we could show bim tele- 
grams and agreement between the West 
minsters and Victorias to start ploy at 2 
o'olock he would award the match to us, 
quoting rule 8, sec. 18, in support of this 
statement. He said this voluntorily, with- 
out the slightest persuasion upon my part, 
and I accordingly announced that the game 
was ours. 

The deoision of the laorosso association 
states thot tho president exceeded his 
authority, but as to that I have nothing to 
Bay. I believe it incumbent upon any club 
to accept the appointment of the president 
if it ia at all fair, and I do not think that 
Weatminster had any reason to object to 
(Juigley — in fact I know of my own knowl- 
edge that they had not. 

'rhe ruling of this decision also states that 
by commencing play at tho time we did 
without first making a written protest, our 
pi'oteat ciknnot be considered. If this be so 
the Westminsters are in exactly the same 
position. They cannot have their protest 
allowed, since It was not presented in writ- 
ing before the oommeocoment cf the game. 
If their appeal to the Vancouver executive 
can be considered effectual, our appeal must 
also be considered. The referea cannot but 
admit that 1 demanded of him several times 
that he call out the Westminsters to play, 
acd my appeal to the president of the asso- 
ciation to instruct the referee to do his duty 
is sufficient proof to substantiate that state- 
ment. 

Further details are unnecetaary, I think. 
The deoision is a most unjust one, and I — 
as one of the playing members of the Vic- 
toria Lacrosse Club — do not care to have 
anything more to do with the Lacrosse 
Association of Ii. U. as ot present constituted. 

It may be inferred by some of tho mom- 
berj of the assooiatitm and our club that, 
after I made tho objection to Westminster's 
not being there on time, I should have left 
the field. But this would have been most 
unfair not only to the asaociation upon 
whoae grounds we were playing, but also to 
tho large number of Bpoctalors, many of 
whom had como a long distance to witness 
the match and would have been very muoh 
disappointed had matters turned out in this 
way. 

The above facts explain the position 
taken by the Victoria LioroBse Club, and 
the executive sitting on the protests should 
have informed themselves before rendering 
any decision. W. G. Mackkn/.ik,

Mr, W. H. CuUin said that the result of 
the deliberations of the Vancouver portion 
cf the provincial osaociation executive on 
the petition of appeal against the decision of 
referee Quigloy in the last lacrosse match 
was evidently the outcome of miarepreaent- 
ation. They had rendered a decision on 
matters which they were not Called upon to 
discuss. 'Ihe Victoria Lscrotae Club en- 
tered u protest against the deoision of the 
referee and asked the assoaiation to revoke 
or sustain that decision. Ia support of 
Victoria's cloim they also produced suflTi- 
eient grounds for olaimiog the match, viz., 
" that tho Westminster club did not appear 
on tho field at the tin.e ogreed upon, 2 
o'olock " Under existing eircumatancea llie 
Victoria club were (|uite willing to allow for 
a abort delay, but proteatcd against 
the unuecoBsary delay caused by 
one of the SVeatminstor team not 
nvriving on linio, thereby keeping 
tho spectatora and lho Victoria team waiting 
from 2 o'clock until .'i ID. In anawor to thu 
firal clause of ihoir finding the Victoria 
club claimed that although the law says 
" tho Pre-idont shall appoint an cllicial 
referee in cnse the two clubs cannot agree," 
tho Preaident baa diaorotionary power to 
appoint anoliier if ho ia of opinion that the 
olhoial referee ia not a proper person. It 
might be mentioned that there was only one 
official refereo in Vancouver and ho had ex- 
preaaed himself so strongly against the Vio- 
torla Lucroaao Club on various oooaaions 
that tho Prosident was juatilied in appoiut- 
iog another person. That the person ap- 
pointed waa a member of the Vanoouver 
team and (luito acceptable to Weatminster 
went without saying. Ihe objection raised 
since the appointment waa simply » tech- 
nical one and without any just cause. As 
to fixing tho data of the match, the Vic- 
toria club was at a loss to understand 
on what grouods this deoision waa come 
to, becauuo Victoria did not ask 
for a decision on this r^ueatiou. Tho last 
clause refoiring to tho appointment and tho 
time of appointing tho referee was simply a 
false statement by the referee or tho porson 
making the some. This part of the clause 
reads as IdIIohh : — 

" Tho oounoil would call your attention 
to the fact that my appointment ('ir con- 
a'-ni) did not toko place until 2:20 p.m." 
Tho appointment rook jiliieu, liowover, bo- 
foro 1 o'olock on the day of the match, ua 
Mr.' Quigley stated to him (Mr. Culiin) per- 
Honally, and to talk about the -oonsent be-

Beporteil Preference of the Ynnuflr Czar 
— British I'ouusel Will tlavo 
VYcicfht With Hlni 

Press Tributes to Alexaudor— Belief 
That His Wise Course Will 
Be Followed, 

Mesv Yokk, Nov. 2.— The Timoa London 
, oorraspondcnt oablei : *' I gatherad yester- 
-day froDn people olose to Msilbbrongh House 
thot the Prince of Wales, Prinoeaa of Waloa 
and'th'e Crown Prince of Denmark wore 
aummonod by the Czirina, nob so inuoh in 
the hope that thoy would tee the Czn- before 
he should die, ua on aooount of the desire of 
the Czarina to have them with her to 
Btreagtben her handa in her effort to control 
hor son and prevent no one knows what poa- 
eiblo contretemps. The eon wauta to tuke 
$1SC,000 a year or so and abandon the Czar- 
'ship altogether, and his unole, Vladimir, la 
credited with being privy to thia idea and 
atanding ready to step into the breach aa 
regent tot the boy Mtahael." 

St. pKtEESBOHO, Nov. 2. — Emperor 
KlohnlM II, is a proalamation announoinc; 
the death of hie father, aaya: "May 
we be oonaoled by the conaoionaneaa thatour 
aorrow ia the Borrow of the whole of our be- 
loved people, and may the people not for- 
get that the atrength and stability of Bus- 
Bia lies in their notty and uobnuudod devo- 
tion to us. We, however, in this uud and 
solemn hour, when asoending the ancestral 
throne of the Russian empire, record our 
solemn vow that we will altvays make our 
sole aim the peaceful development of the 
power and glory of beloved Ruaaia and the 
happinees of our faithful subjects.'' 

Tne proclamation conoludea by directing 
the oath of allegiance to bo taken by him- 
self and the Grand Duko Goorgo, who ia his 
lineul aucoossor until God shall vouchsafe 
to blcea with a aon the union into which 
theEmpnror io about to enter with Princesa 
Alix of Heeae-DarmBtftdb. 

Stettin, Nov. 2 — Emperor William, who 
was dining with the oUiouraof tho Grenadier 
Guards yesterday when the death of the 
(Jziv was unnounocd, after referring to the 
oldsn times when Germany and Ruasi* were 
united in arms, aaid : " Wo unite our feel- 
ings for the emperor who haa newly ascend- 
ed tho throuo, wishing that heaven may lend 
him atrength for the duties of the heavy 
offioo he hua aeaumed." Cheers were then 
given for Emperor Nicholas 11, and the 
bands played a Russian hymn. 

New Yobk, Nov. 2 — Some of tho He- 
brew papers la this ci;y yesterday iasuod 
extras announcing the death of the Czir and 
rejoicing over it. Many of the Jews in tho 
down town east side diatriota were born in 
Russia, and not a few of them were driven 
ont of the country by the Czitr. Thcee 
were mosb vigorous in d^n^nnoing hini. 
" Ibis haa canaed a great commotion among 
my people," aaid one Hebrew shopkeeper 
who baa been on Bast Broadway for aeven- 
teen yeara. " They believe that it meana 
revolntlon in Bnaaia, and many of them 
bavefrlenda and , relativea there. For the 
<i)<zt month yon will aee excitement among 
oar people here. " 

Pabis, Nov. 2— Flags are half-masted. 
Tiie-mUitBry and naval officers are wearing 
mouriiing emblema for the CEir. The cab- 
inet will forward meaaages of sympathy to 
the Czirina. Figaro says Oeneral daussier 
ought' to be deputed by France to attend 
the Czar's funeral. 

Dispatches from Odessa appear to oast 
serious doubts on Nicholas' fondness for 
Franco. He is reputed to bo more Anglo- 
phile than Gallophile, although inclined to 
continue the aame understanding with 
France. The friendly relations between the 
countries, it is thought, are likely to be 
maintained, but anything in the shape of a 
written treaty is deprecated. It ia confi- 
dently stated in well informed tjnarteis that 
Gen. Count; Voronteaff Dishki ff, minister 
of the imi.erial court, will retit lu Ho ia a 
personal friend of the Czar, but/ ho never 
was persona grata to the outer court circles. 

WAsat.'JHTON, Nov. 2 — Tho Department 
of Stale hus been otiioially notified that 
Nicholas II hua been procUlmod emperor of 
Russia, President Cleveland has received 
a personal meaeage from the new emperor 
announcing the death of his father and his 
■aooGieion to the throne, 

rRE.SS OPINIONS. 

London, Nov. 2 —The Pall Mall Gazette 
says: "The Czir waa '8"lf-willed, docged 
and abrupt, but juab. Ho abhorred all 
foreign influence, but eapecially that of Ger- 
many." 

Xtae Daily Chronicle aays : " Death calla 
for the human and personal emotions before 
whiob all political and public oonsidcrationa 
Babaide. For doing bis utmost to preaorvo 
Europe from war, millions who detest his 
ideas and the nature of hia rule will respect 
bia memory ; we devoutly hope his pacitiu 
viewa will bo shared by hia successor," 
' The Daily Oraphio eayfi : " On thn whole, 
the Cz ir's iDflueoce waa healthy. He leaves 
Russia distinctly happier, stronger and more 
prosperous than in any other period of her 
history. He was faithful to his great trust 
aa cuscodiiin of Kuropeun peace." 

Tho Morning Pout aaya: '• We admire hia 
abric'. HOUHO of duty and the her.>ic way in 
which lio Htriigi^led againat thu rapidly in- 
oroaaing W("- kill (•« There ia no reason to 
doubt tha;- Nicholaa will walk in tho foot- 
stopx of his lather, who commanded the gra- 
titud(3 of hia aubjeota and the reapeoc of 

Europ'!." 

The Daily Noiva saya : " EvoryUiing was 
of a coloaaal suiilf^n tho ('/,u'« experience, 
notonly in hiii i-ulF^ringn, luii, alarj in Llie ap- 
palling poBfiibilities <if Ilia iiiialakea. A 
single blunder i)f viinii y or anilntion would 
have brought upon Europe tho moat duvua 
tatiogwar in history. To hiseternalhooor ihot 
blunder never waa mado. Amid ali the 
gloom and deapondcncy of his life ho was true 
to the tremendoua duty that I'rovidouee had 
imposed upon him. There aru all Ihu 
elements of u perfect undoratanding between 
the new monaroh and hia people, and it 
aeema imposaible to believe that the ropree- 
aivo system will continue. Yet it can only 
be stopped on one condition — the assassins 
must give up their profession. Nihilism baa 
proved a complete failure aa a political force, 
for It cannot point to a aittgle reform due b<> 
ita Bgeuoy. The nihillata have not even 
marked time during the reign of a liberal 
party. Russia must resume the plsoe from 
which ousted by these mlaoroants. The 
two groat needs of Russia are poaon and 
reform. With them Nioholas the Second 
will have only to build on the solid founda- 
tion bia father baa laid."

THE E.MeEIiOR N1UH0LA.S. 

Au UiiiHiimlar Nunin and InslKuinciiut I'er- 
BouiiUty— UlB Intended Hrlilu. 

Bkiu.in, N .v. 2 — Tho marriage of ICm- 
paror Nicholas II and Princoaa Alix of HesBO 
ia expected to take place soon after the fu- 
noral, aa tho lawa of the orthodox Greek 
ohuroh . prohibit marriage, between ITovem- 
ber 26 and January 18. 

The new Emperor of All the RuBslaa waa 
born May G, IStiS. Ho ia short in stature, 
hiaignilicant In appearance and dull in intel- 
lect. Ho has tho physique of hia mother, is 
very sallow, and has ixtraordinary oxproa- 
aionless bluiah-gray eyea, tho bushy black 
eyebrows over which do nob improve his ap- 
pearuncs. Ho haa lately grown a beard, 
which has given him a more manly anpect 
and made him look like tho Duke of York. 
He waa brought upon a ayatom of auatority 
friqucntly bordering on rigorous aovority. 
He had reached hia twentieth yeor before 
any of the rules were relaxed; and at that 
ogo hia private apartment still presented 
tho appearance of an ordinary school. In 
1889 Nioholas took his first official journey. 
In his capacity as heir to the throne he vis- 
ited his grandfather at Copenhagen, and 
afterward wont to Berlin and Stuttgart, 
where he was received with the honora and 
(itiquotte commanded by hia rank. In tho 
autumn of 1890 ho started for a long jour- 
ney, which was extended over a period of 
seven months. From Vienna he dropped 
south into Greece, thence to Kgypt ond on 
to India, where he waa the guest of the 
British viaeroy, then to Japan and returned 
home by way of Afghanistan, hunting tho 
tiger and the lion in the F.ir East. His 
younger brother, George, who waa to be his 
companion the whole time, had to part 
from him and return to Raaf ia, owing to ill- 
health ; and hia permanent delloi>ay of con- 
stitution from that time had.been a aerioua 
cauae of anxiety to lioth of hia parents, who 
adore bim. • 

The new Czar ia ao insignificant in appear- 
ance that the Russians, who, from the tinio 
of Peter the Great have been ruled l)y men 
of gigantic stature and prodigious strength, 
do not look upon tho puny Nicholaa aa a real 
Russian, and tho liberal iiiovonient will gain 
strength on this acciiunt. Tho name 
" Nioholua," recalling hia dotealod groat 
grandfather, adds nothing to hia popularity. 
He is also said to ho too friendly with 
Germany. 

Princesa Alix of Hesse, who is to bo 
Czarina, is a handaome woman, and ia 
tho granddaughter of Queen Victoria. Sho 
ia 23 yeara old, and the youngest sister of 
Grand Duko Erneat Ludwig of Heaso. Tho 
Czar haa a wife already. Two months ago 
he waa married to Maritzi Katcinahu, an 
actresa, a Polish Jew and a beautiful 
woman, at Kaliech, Russian Poland. 
Hia unwilliiignean to marry Princess 
Alix was due to the fact that he didn't 
want another wife. Hia father, how- 
ever, compelled him to wed the Hessian 
woman. He will probably live with tho 
Polish aotreaa as former oiara have lived 
with the wivea of their own aeUctlon, When 
two or three years ago the commander of 
the royal body guard in Potsdam, Germany, 
waa constrained tn send one of his younger 
officers, who happened to be the Kaiser's 
oouain. Prince Leopold of Pruaeia, bohind 
tho front of the regiment for stupidity and 
insubordination, Czir Alexander wrote to 
hia father-in-law, the king of Denmark, with 
bitter sarcasm : " Poor William, it makes 
him unhappy to have one relative unen- 
dowed with atrategio qualities. He ought 
to be in my ahoea, with thievea, maloon- 
tenta, reds and bnabanda of lewd women in 
the family oiroie."

A MISTAKEN MOTION, 

It ia said that the labor organizitlone of 
Canada, as well as those of Australia and 
the Gape of Good Hope, are opposed to 
General Booth's oolonizition soheme. It is 
diffioult to understand why they are so 
Tho General does not propose to establish 
his colonica in or near the oitiea, neither are 
his colonists to engage in meohanioal occu 
pations. The colonies are to be In the ooun- 
try and the colonists are to oaltivate the 
land. Instead, then, of being the rivals and 
oontpetitors of the members of labor ori{anl> 
zitions tho Salvation colonists will, in pro 
portion to thoir numbers, help to give em- 
ployment to tho mechanics of tho tgwos and 
oii.iea of the Dominion. 

It does not require long oxperieace of the 
Qonntry or any very nnnaual powers of ob- 
servation to see that what Canada ohiefly 
wants is more tillers of the soil. There are 
In the Dominion hundreds of millions of 
acres of wild land capublo of cultivation. If 
these imnioncc ar.-.na xvere under cultivation, 
cities, towns una viilugca would spring up in 
what Is DOW wilut;rnc!io, and In eaoh of them 
there would bo c;nployment for men of the 
difierefit trades, Xhis is what has talten 
place In the TJaitsd States, Hundreds of 
tbousanda of nieclianioa oun and do now get 
employmout in rcRiotia whioh within thu 
memory of men still living v/ore 
an unproduclivo wilderness. To oppose 
bringing into tho country auoh immigrants 
as General Booth proposes to settle inliis 
over-sea ooloniea, appears to us a very short- 
sighted policy indeed. Tho moro Immi- 
grants of tho right sort that can bo induced 
to settle in the waste piucoa of Cuuada, for 
tho purpose of cultivating thorn, tho better 
for the inhabitonts of the older parts of tho 
country. 

This opposition to Immigration is of very 
recent date. A few years ago the ory was, 
" Got moro people to settle on the land. 
Tho country will never prosper or timouut 
to anything aa long uo it ia sparaoly settled, 
and as long as there are waste Unda enough 
in it to yield support for a nation If they 
were onoo cultivated," This was a reaaon- 
able demand, and the country that 
complied with it soon bocamo populous and 
rich. Tho wnate places are not yet nearly 
all occupied ; tho whole of tho land U not 
yot made to yield food for mun and bouat. 
There is room in Canada for millions more 
than now inhabit it, and every roaaonoble 
induoement should be held out to Induce mil- 
lions tp make It their homo. Cannot tho 
members of tho labor orgmizvliona aeo tliat 
if Generr,! Booth ahould succeed in placing 
us many as ono million of settlors of tho 
ight sort In different parts of the Dominion 



Tho Montreal Star, commenting on Mr. 
Laurler'a tour In tho West ond Northwc^at, 
aeka very pertinontly, " What will the har- 
voBt bo ? " Tho answer of good Grits, if 
tliey say what thoy think, will no doubt be. 
Votes. It was to raise a crop of votoa that 
the seed was sown, but it ia to bo fonrcd 
that tho greater part of it was so light that 
it had not weight enough to reach the soil 
In whioh it was expected to germinate. 
There are, we feel quite sure, very few in- 
deed who really believe that Mr. Laurler's 
mission to tho West will bo productive of 
substantial benefit to tho people. Thoro was 
too much ohitDF in tho aecd sown by Mr. 
L'.vurier and his co-laborers for any reason- 
able person to expect that it will bear a 
crop of any value to the people. This is 
ovideotly the opinion of the Star, It says 

Yet if the crop that the Liberal tourists 
have been so {ndustrlously aowingi fails, 
the character of the tariff seed may well be 
debited with the diaaater. It ia overladen 
with theohaffof free trade declamation; it is 
poorer than poverty in living gralna of mar 
ketable fact. Sheer nonaonao it is for a 
practical political party to talk free trade in 
Canada to-day ; ond it do;8 not make it 
senao for them to ttsauro the psoplo that 
they do not mean a word of it — now, . 
What kind of changes will ho make In 
present schedule? Will his "incidental 
protection " keep our industries at homo? 
.... It la useless for tho Liberal press to 
meet auoh questions as thcae by claiming, 
firstly, that bis policy ia perfectly clear, and 
claiming, aeoondly, that it la nobody's busi 
ness if It isn't.

Thoae two years "may bo regarded as years 
of grace— a mbsou in which they oan re- 
pent and reform. 



UNITED STATES ELECTIONS. 

A political campaign is in full blast In 
nearly every part of the United States. In 
a fews days there will be elections in a large 
proportion of the States of the Union. Our 
neighbors are keen politiclana, but it can 
hardly be said that, as a rule, they take 
wide views of political matters or that they 
are very well informed on the questions of 
the day. It eeems to us that quite a consid' 
erable proportion of the newapapera of the 
United Statea have no other object than to 
misinform their readeraon political subjects, 
The moat absurd theories are advooctod by 
them and their editors take good care that, 
fates as they state them uhall conform to those 
theories. 

The personal element enters very largely 
into American politics. ' Too many electors 
are aaked to vote for men rather than for 

principles, and if what tho politicians say of 
each other la true there are very few of 
thorn fitted to be entruated with power. 

It la not only of local politicians who aa 
pire to email offices of little consequence 
that hard things are said, but oandidatea 
for the highest offices are denounced in the 
strongest terms by newspapers occupying a 
high position. The candidature of Senator 
Hill for the oflico of Governor of the groat 
state of Now York ia a oaao in point. If Mr. 
Hill Is tho man he ia ropreaented to be by 
auoh papers as the New York limes and 
Harper's Weekly, it is a wonder that he 
has the effrontery to ask decent people for 
thoir votea, Ho Is described as the 
unecrupulous Instrument of an abominable 
organization which is tho patron of every 
corrupt Democratic politician and every 
rascally civil and municipal servant In the 
state and the city. Harper's Weekly, 
spoukiog of tho Impudence of Hill In asking 
the eleotors to vote for him, Sbys ; 

Every well-informed person knows that 
there Is not a member of tho Democratic 
party who has done it more harm than Hill — 
not oven Gorman, whiob la saying much ; 
that Hill's politioal methods may aomotlmcs 
have helped him, but are snob as finally to 
demoralize and ruin any party ; that ho has 
always been ready to aaorifioe anything to 
his selfish ambition ; that if two years ago 
ho had succeeded by hia "snap" soheme 
to obtain the Presidential nomination tiio 
party would have been utterly wrecked; 
that by forcing Muynard upon hia purty in 
thia Stiito ho put it in tlio moat vulnmublo 
attitude, and rushed it into tho moat hnniil- 
iuting defeat It had sufTored for many and 
many a year; that tho last National Demo- 
cratic youvcution treated him with a cou- 
totnpt never before visited upon any prom- 
inent Democrat in nomination for tho I'reai- 
dency, choosing his competitor a^ainat tlie 
unaninicuh voice of tho delegation from hie 
own Statu ; that ho was excluded from the 
Djmocrutiu caucus of tho Senate because of 
hia open Ireuohory to tho loading Democra- 
tic mnuauro ; that, in general, he ia the 
recognized patron and roproaontative 
of all that is solfiah, unacrupuloua, 
tricky und demoralizing in politics, and 
that the Domooratio party cannot support 
him without making its own his record and 
tho politioal tendencies he stands for, 

Thia would bs considered very strorg 
denunciation from any journal, hut coming 
from Harper's Weekly, which is studioualy 
niodorutu in tho expression of its opinions, 
it has peculiar force. If, too, ono of thu 
moat respeotable and bighest-toned Ameri- 
can newspapers expresses itaelf'in thia way. 



POST OFFIOB BMPLOTBS SUS- 
PENDED. 

We very much regret to learn that the 
roatmaster of this" olty has received a tele- 
gram from the Postmaster-General to sus- 
pend oil tho employes who did not report 
for duty on Thursday morning. Consider- 
ing that tho strike lasted only a few hours 
and that the omployea wont back to work 
aa Boon aa they were advised to do eo by 
those whoBB oounael they sought, thia will 
be regarded as very aevero treatment in- 
deed. According to our apecial cor- 
respondent's telegram it lay altogether 
with the Post Oflioe Department whether 
the men received thoir money or not. It la 
difficult to see why thoy did not receive the 
provisional allowance long ago, especially aa 
in July they were promised It In a " few 
days." It seems to ns that If there was 
ever a case in which discontented omployea 
should bo treated with conaidoratiou it ia 
thia of tho post ( nice employes of Victoria 
The pay they regi^ivcd was hardly snliiciont 
to keep eoul and body together, and the 
small addition that was promised them was 
withheld in a manner that must 
have appeared to them oapricloua and un- 
just. That persons posaeasing the least 
spirit should become restive under such 
treatment was to bo expected, and when it 
Is known that they are to be deprived of 
the pittance they are entitled to because 
they attempted to take the only means that 
appeared to thom open to get what they 
believed and what others believe was hen 
eatly their due, the sympathy whioh is felt 
for thom will, we have no doubt, be strongly 
expreaaed. 

The friends of the Government are by the 
act of the Postmaster-General placed in 
a very unpleaiant position. Xhey and 
the Government which they support will be 

held responaible for tho oourao puraued by 
the Postmaster-General, though it is more 
than probable hia oolleagues know nothing 
about what he has done, and it is certain 
that the fiienda of the Government 
here do not approve of the action he baa 
taken. If Sir Adolphe Caron tried to do aa 
much damage as he posaibly could to tho 
Government of whioh ho is a member 
thia city he could not do it more effaotively 
than by treating theae unfortunate poat 
office officials barahly. People generally do 
not wait to distinguish between a de- 
partmental actand an act of the Government,

The Victoria Hydraulic Oo.'a Mines on 
Queanello Forks Purchiiei'd by a 
Syndicate. 

The negotiations whioh have been under 
way for some time puat for the purchaao of 
the Viotoria Hydraulic Co. 'a claima on the 
North and South Forks of tho Queanelle 
river, were cloaed yeaterdoy, and the pro- 
perty transferred to tho new ayndicate. 
This is composed of Geo. A. Cox, President 
of the Canadian Bank of Commerce, and 
Wm. MoKenzie, president of the street 
railway, Toronto ; 1). D. Mann and T. G. 
Holt, contraotora ot Montreal, also repre- 
senting other Eastern capitalists, and F. S 
Birnard, M. P., of this city, the original 
owners, also retaining a conatdorable inter- 
est. The amount paid to the latter in cash 
and paid-up stock, is understood to be in the 
neigdborhood of ?70,000. 

The purchasers, to whom the proposition 
was introduced by Mr. Barnard, secured the 
services i.f -Vlr, Roes Brown, a well known 
mining enKineer of California, on the proper- 
ties. Mr. Roes Brown waa not only well satis-

Namea'ol,' the Crew and the PaaBeugrerB 
Who Sougrht for Health and 
J:>lea6ure. 

Seatti.k, Nov. 2 — The doSnito aowa giv- 
en to the public in thia niorniDg'a Telegraph 
aa to the f<ite of the IvaDhoo oauaed a sen- 
sation in this oity, where hope hae been en- 
tertained almoat up to tbe present that the 
ship or her crew would yet make a port. 
Copt. Peterson thus tclla hia story : 

"Wo loft rort liliikoly," he aaya, "on 
the 2Gth of Scptambor last, bound for 
SantA Barbara with lumber. Weaailedout 
undor a light wind, and arrived at the Cape 
on the 29ih, where we toiind a strong eoutb* 
east wind blowing;. We aaw a tug towing 
out a ship that same eveniug and drop her 
off the Capo. That night it rainod very 
heavily and there waa about a OO-milo-an- 
hour wind coming up over the sea. About 
i 12 o'clock, I think it was, that same night 
we saw a ahip to leeward of us. Itoun- 
tinned blowing heavy from tbe aoutheaat all 
night, and. kept on till about 11 o'clock of 
the morning of 'the SO tb, wheti it moderated. 
A ship was In oooipaay with ns, bnfi too far 
away for us to make out her name or what 
her oargo. She appeared to have a terrible 
list to alarboard. At about 12 30 o'olock I 
was on the port tack, and the other vaasbl 
waa on the atarboard tack, and distant I 
think about four miles. She waa appurpntly 
hove to with lower topaaila. Wo could aue 
that aomething was wrong with her, tor her 
Hat waa in the wrong direction. 

" I was not concerned much about her for 
I expected we would run nearer together 
toon and having been up moat of the night 
before I went below about 1 o'clock and 
turned in. Twenty minutes later, or ua 
nearly aa I can tell oow, at 20 minutea ptiat 
1 o'olock, my firat mate. Hurry Staunton, 
came below and cUlinp me, suid that the 
ahip had disappeared. I haatoned on deck 
at once, and the horiz >n was clear ; the ahip 
had disappeared nu if by magic. After 
looking far her from tho deck without see- 
ing hor I run up into tho rigging und swept 
tho horizon in the direction tho veaael had 
before occupied, but there was not a sign of 
hor preaenoe viaiblo. I then kept the 
schooner otr for 20 minutes to aee if any 
ship's boats appeared on the water or if any 
wreckage of any kind could be sighted. We 
could aee nothing of thia kind, so I went to 
work and hove tbe aohooner too again in 
doiible reef aails, but while we were in the 
vicinity we could see nothing of any boats 
or wreckage. The latitude we were in, as 
shown by tho achnoner'u \ne, waa 47, 53, 
longitude; 127, 1, west of Ceipo Flattery, 
bearing northeast, one-half east, und dis- 
tance 95 miles. 

Contmuiog generally in his talk, Captain 
Fetenon aaya that he maat have aailed very 
close to the spot where the ill-fated ahip 
went down, and as he did not see any . boats 
or -wreoksge, he is, sore that everything 
went down, and went so suddenly that there 
was no opportunity for those on board to 
save themselves. Uo aaya that .'any .boats 
that might have been put afloat oould have 
lived in the sea that was running. The 
fury of tho storm abated about 11 o'clock 
BUd left a big sea running, but not such a 
one in his mind aa wouid have destroyed 
good ahipt' boats. Cape. Pelorson thinks 
that for some reason thuae aboard tho ahip 
were unable to get her boats into the water 
in timo. He has no other theory than that 
tbe ahip that disappeared had becomo dis- 
abled in the storm of tho previous night, 
and with a shifted cargo and a heavy noa 
going, was suddenly engulfed before those 
aboard knew of their danger. 

The weather waa simply to bad outside 
the night of the 29th and morning of the 
liUth that a vessel could not make any head- 
way, and they were not making above a 
mile an hour. As tbe etorm abated the 
schooner Fanny Dutard trimmed bee sails 
to the southward, and in fourteen days 
made the port of Smta Barbara, Cal., dis- 
charged her cargo and put back to the 
Sound, arriving at Port Townsend in ten 
days. There he anchored for a short time 
and hauled over to Port Blakeley Wednes- 
day. It appears that Captain Peterson had 
not heard that the Ivanhoe was overdue, 
and probohly lost, until he got back to Port 
Blakeley, when, hearing it spoken of, he at 
once connected her with the ship he eaw 
founder at sea. 

The ooal ship Ivanhoe left Seattle in tow 
of a tag on September 27 She was dropped 
off the Cape on the fo lowing day and that 
was tho laat seen of her. The Fanny 
Dutard, instead of towing, aailed out and did 
not reach tho Cupo till tho 29th, ono duy 
Ittf- r than the duy tho Ivanhoe ia reported 
til have been cast <AX by the tug Tyeo. A 
storm ia rei)orfed to have arieea tho evening 
of tho 28th olT tho Cape and the Ivanhoe 
muat have been nnikble to make any head- 
way against, it and remained close reefed 
not far (iff the Cape. 

On October 6, or near that duto, in- 
bound veaaele ran into wrockugu off 
Capo Flattery. It was roporteil eonio 
fifty or seventy five miles off tho Cape. 
On October 13 or 14 the fivo maated f ohoon- 
er Lewis arrived at Astoria from San Fran- 
oIboo, and reported having puesed through a 
conaiderablo quuntity of wreckage -lU miliiB 
Bouthwost of tho lightship at the mouth cf 
the Columbia river. Tho wreckage was in 
the shapo of a largo, yellow painted mast, 
Buch aa tho Ivanhoe had in her, and partly 
rigged with epars. A coal vcsaol bound 
from Nanaimo for San Francisco, and which 
arrived at the latter port about the middle 
of October, reported having sighted wreck < 
age near Cape Flattery, on the passage 
down, in the shape of white panels with 
yellow painted frame work. This wreekage 
answered to part of the works of the Ivan 
hoe'a house. An in.boand steamship during 
the .latter part of Ootober reported, aftir 
arrival, having run close upon a piece nf 
wreckage in the shape of a glass paneled 
door to a book case. The ooal ship Ivanhoe 
ia reported to have had a book case in hor 
cabin with glass doors to it. 

Tho Ivanhoe carried a crow of 20, who 
were all shipped from San Franciucn, and 
were as follows : Captain K I). Gritlin, 
Mates James J. Toohig, C H. Chriatonaen, 
Carpenter William Andolin, two Chinoao 
cooks, .Sailors Hans Slevonsnn, M. Stewart, 
Frank Zirino, H. Johnson, IC Lowowroth, 
George Oerdnor, Samuel Horp, J. J Oha- 
messon, M. C. Gundoraon, Lonnart Holm, 
W. Horriman, John Anderaon, Martin 
Jaoobson. Tho pnBaengcrs aboard tho vessel 
were Honorable Frederick J Grant, Allen 
P. Folger and two ladies, Mrs Mamie L 
Bara and hor friend, Mrs Dr Irene Mullen. 
In addition to these there was a stowaway 
on brard by the name of Alfred Allardyce, 
who had people living in San Francisco 
(The fate of tbe Ivanhoe ia doubly sad from 
tho presence on board of so many persona 
other than those of tho ship's crew. Capt 
OrifBu was a well respected and widely 
known shipmaBtrr and his fate will 
be mourned from California to Puget Sound,

He had been on board the Ivanhoe lot fiv» 
or sir years, and succeeded Captain Carter^ 
now mate aboard the steamship Fa'rallon. 

Frederick J. Grant waa most intimately 
associated with tbe intereataof Seattle. He 
wa8 32yeara of ace. In September, 1883, 
he arrived in Seattle and secured a position 
on the reportorial staff of the Post lntelli- 
genoar. His ability as a newspaper man 
was recognized by the owners of the paper, 
who advanced him to the editorial chair, 
which he continued to fill until the first 
day of October, 1889. On that day he was 
elected a member from Kian county of the 
hooee of representatives of the first legiala- 
tare. ■ 

Later ho again oooneoted himaelf with the 
Foat-Intelligenoer and oontli>uiid in the 
newspaper work until about Decembur 22, 
1892. On that day President ficDjamin Harri- 
BOQ, then president of the United States, 
sent Mr, Grant's name to the senate, us en- 
voy extraordinary and minister plenipoten- 
tiary to Bolivia to suocood Thomaa H. And- 
eraon, of Ohio. Boaidea tho honor, tho of- 
fico pays S5 000 a year aalary. After hia 
return from Bolivia ho aeaumed the duties 
of editor of tho Poat-IntoUigenoor, and aa 
each when, owiog to ill health, ho concluded 
to make a voyage to eea, and aa fate de- 
creed, went aboard tlio Ivanhoe on her fate- 
ful and last voyage out of thid oily.

A FATAL LANDSLIDE. 



Terrible Aecideat Beported From tbe 
Kortliern Bud of the 
Island. 



The Vietlm a Well Known Ylctorlau- 
Vlvkl Story of the 
Tragedy. 



By a landslip at Shooshartiu bay, Cipe 
Commorell, on Monday niorning Ust, Wll 
liam Kipling, of Victoria, one of the founders 
of the little commonwealth colony at the 
norttaetutern end of Yanoonver island, wua 
carried to a horrible death, and Frederick 
GosB and Daniol Patterson, two of chose in 
timateiy associated with him in the enter 
prise with which he was so prominently 
identified, wero very seriously injured. De 
tails of the tragedy were rapplied on the ar 
rival here last evening of the steamer Prin' 
oeas Louise, which also brought to Viotorin 
for burial the remains of poor Kipliai;. The 
landslip was caused b3' the heavy rain which 
had been falling continuously f.ir several 
days previous to tho fatal MuncUy, loosen 
ing the earth and sand in tbe three hun 
dred or more feet of step hillside, aotbe foot 
of which the cabins of the oo-operative 
colony had been creeled. 

The slide came without the slightest warn- 
ing at about G:30 in tl.e niuruing, the men 
being at the time in the act of ({titling out 
of their beds. Kipling, who was tho first to 
to rise, was partially dressed. First there 
was a sound like the crash of a falling tree ; 
the next instant the three men were at their 
journey's end, the slide having carried them 
with it to where the lisiog tide was beating 
on the shore. - ■ 

The cabin was simply lifted from its foun- 
dation as though It had heen a child's toy, 
and deposited in the crnahed and broken 
heap of debris at the foot of the clifT, be- 
neath the accumulation of soil, roots, ttces 
and giant bonlders. 

Jack McClngan was the first of tho set- 
tlers to recover oonsoiousness and loutii him- 
self to action. His knee was dialocucd but 
ho succeeded in forcing the j lint buck and 
hastened to release his companions Ooss and 
Kipling, whose orioa for aid reached him as 
ha was attending to his own injuriea. Din 
Patterson with a broken arm waa his aa- 
oistant. William McGarry and his wife 
Polly, who oooupied tho neighboring house, 
escaped by a miraolo ; half ot the bouse was 
swept away, hut it was luckily the half de- 
voted to tho culinary operations of tbe 
household. 

These four, tho only survivors who were 
not pinned iuto the very earth, at once went 
to W6rk with a will, stimulated by the 
agonizing cries of their unhappy friends. 
The rain was descending in torrents and 
tbeir efforts were further hampered by the 
laok of proper tools to work with, almost 
everything having gone in the general 
wreck, li' wue 10 i/clo'^k before they sue 
ceedcd in rebcuiug CJcjse from under tho tini- 
Lerd by which ho was hold down, but which 
in reality aaved his lite ua they prevented 
hia being crimhed to death, QUO giant tree 
having foiniKl a bridge over him. Both 
lo«a were lirokon, but it is oonfidanlly a'.- 
(i-.-j-itod that he will live. 

Kipling was pitttked in the sdb mtre by his 
legs, and hia rescuers wero forced to labor 
waia"; deep in the sea, tho rising tide dash- 
ing In their faces and almost sweeping them 
uwuy ou half a dozen occasions. When Goss 
WHS freed and boroo to tho partially demol- 
ished Blnrc (jf Mr. McOnrry tho tide had 
covertd I-Lipling lo hia cheat;. An hour later 
it, had ri'ttchud his nioulh, and irj den[ipriv 
tion, failing lo rolcasu his broken log, it waa 
literally hiickod clF with tho uxe juac above 
tho atikk', nod tho mutilated and half 
drowiioil biniy waa homo lo whore it could 
bo ti ndorly cared (or. Kipling did nor, 
howevtr, lung survive hia frij^hiful injurloB. 

As soon as the rescue work waa completed 
word waa deapatched to Malculm island for 
RSsiitancQ. The steamer Evangel was met 
at ITort Rupert, and with Indian Agent I'id- 
oook, Officer Wollacott, and a party in 
charge of RjV. Mr. llall, proceeded at oncn 
to tbe Boene of tho disaator, where they ar- 
rived on Thursday evening, bub too late to 
late to render any aid to. Kipling. All tbe 
Bufferers were taken aboard the steamer, 
which, oalling at Malcolm island for Mr. U. 
H, Tarner, another prominent officer of t'oo 
colony, crossed with them to Alert Bay 
As there waa some uncertainly u 
to when the Ijonise woald be along, 
the steamer then started for Vanoouver. 
Tho Biinjo nigiit rough weather, which 
threatened i<g.iii tho livoa cf the colonists, 
drove tho Ev.ingel for shcltur into Kobson 
bight, and tho Louise was next morning 
sighted Btid th« party transferred lo her. 
Tho ir iiired on ihe way down had the ad- 
vantage of Mr. Hobbia' surgical skill, and 
they are now on a fair way to complete re- 
civery. 

Poor Kipling, tho single victim of tho 
awful slide, was a resident of this city 
where his parents are now living ; he was 
about thirty two years of ago, and had for 
joars mauifrstod a keen interest in all 
sobemes having for their object the better- 
ment of the condition of the norkingman.

H.M.S. Royal Arthur, fltgship of the 
Pacific squadron, is to Icuve Eaquimalt 
harbor at 10 o'clock this morning, only wait- 
ing to receive tho mails before lifting anchor. 
Her present deatination is Aoapulco, which 
port uho expects to mako in nine days. As 
the diatanoe ie something -more than four 
thousand miles, this means that the big 
warship is to be sent ahead at full speed, 
and such boing the case it may be taken for 
granted that her mission is very different 
from the routine work of inspection, 

In fact this might have been gathered 
from the unnsaal hurry incident to her de- 
parture from Vancouver ; having gone to 
the Terminal City for ^e purpose of con- 
veying the vice-regal party to Victoria, she 
found herself compelled to abandon this im- 
portant service and hasten South in the 
wake of the other and less speedy ships of 
the (quadron. Xhere can be but one infer- 
ence drawn —that the neoeseity which hjis 
arisen for her presence in Southern waters 
Is 80 important that other engagements 
must be set aside, and is too imperative to 
admit of any delay. 

When H.M S. ttatellito left port in haste 
•for the South, to bo quickly followed by tho 
Champion, boih atiips having orders to util 
izibteum for the entire voyages — which is 
aeldom done in ordinary cruising — even 
civilians were forced to tho conclusion that 
something had gone amiss, and the disturbed 
condition of Peru was faatened upon as the 
key to the situation! Later information 
would indicate, however, that the trouble la 
nearer home, and that liritish righta have 
been asaailed in a fashion too iiigrant for an 
inatant'a toleration in the little Central 
American repul)lic of Costa Rica. The 
greatest secrecy is being observed in rrgard 
to the trouble, and though the foremost, ob 
• ict of the trip is diacu-sed with curioua in- 
terest on board tbe flagship ua well aa ashore, 
the facts appear to have been cirelully with- 
held from the officers of tho Royal Arthur, 
who have only by patching together odd 
scrape of information gained such limited 
knowledge aa they now possess. 

"All that wo know is that a British con- 
sul is held captive somewhere in tho interior 
of Costa Rica," said one of the ship's otiicera 
yesterday, " and that we are to hasten to 
hia assistance. Tho consulate has been 
burned to tbe ground with all its records, 
aud the consulate staff as well as the repre- 
sentative of Great Britain ate prisoners. 
Even this little we have not gob from the 
Admiral's ofiSoe direct, biit it's the truth 
nevertheless. 

" Just what the cause of the trouble is we 
are still in the dark with regard to. It's a 
pretty serious business, though, If it waa 
not you may be sure all the ships would not 
ba going to the scene in so great haste. 
Though tho Satellite has a long atart wo ex- 
pect to overhaul her before we reach Aoa- 
pulco on tho Mexican coast. There the 
Champion aud the Nympho are to jjin ua — 
they are already on tho way up— and we 
will all proiJeBu at ono6 to the Gulf of Ni- 
ooya, about one day's steaming more. 

"From there it'sonlyathortdistancebyrail 
San Jose, the capital. That's where the to 
row is on it appears. All tho information 
we have as yet is that the ooasulate — one of 
the finest buildings in any of tho Central 
American States — was totally destroyed 
with ita contents, and the consul and his 
people carried far into the interior as prison- 
ecs. vVhut the outbreak arose over can 
only be gnetaed at. Bavolntions are the 
product of a day down there, and so hot- 
headed are the people-that they never will 
btop to think what they are fighting over 
until their battles have been fought.'" 

When an efTort was made to seo Rear-Ad- 
miral Stephenson immediately after the 
Royal Arthur dropped anchor early y eater- 
day morning, the officer of the watch assured 
the reporter with much ImpresaiveneHs that 
the Admiral had retired. And when the 
industrious nows-aatherer, who had been 
waiting for an hour or more in a none-too- 
luxuriously furnished row-boat, suggested 
that; porhapj if the oHloor in qutaliou would 
knock at hia door tho Admiral might wako 
up, that gentleman fuund himself all but 
deprived of speech. 

" What ? Wake up the admiral 1 1 -the 
young officer waa instantly petrifiad into an 
exclamation point. 

A second request for an interview was 
made at uonn, when the admiral was not 
aalecp, but declined to bo seen. His secre- 
tary was, however, uccesaible, and gave the 
afisuranco that the expedition aouih wua 
"nothing morn than tho regular winter 
cruise."
